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Record  crops  in  1942,  partly  marketed  in  the  early  part  of  1943,  increased 
sales  of  livestock  and  livestock  products,  and  generally  higher  prices  resulted  in 
cash  income  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  half  of  this  year  substantially 
greater  than  for  the  same  period  in  1942  in  nearly  all  States.  Income  in  the  grain- 
grow  i ng  'sect . ons  of  the  Middle  West  Was- more  than  double  that  of  last  year.  Income 
was  also  high  in  some  of  the  South  Atlantic  State,  from  the  bro.ler  mdustry  and 
crops. 

Light  livestock  marketings  in  some  of  the  Western  Kange  States  resulted  in 
relatively  low  income. 
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THE    PAHM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  for  July  amounted  to  1,5^9  million 
dollars.    This  is  a  12  percent  increase  over  the  1.3SU  million  dollars 
for  June  I9U3  and  a  27  percent  advance  over  the  1,219  million  dollars  for 
July  19^2.    The  sharp  rise  brought  about  in  total  income  is  due  mostly 
to  the  marked  increases  in  receipts  from  food  grains  and  vegetables. 
The  rise  in  the  income  from  crops  is  considerably  more  than  seasonal  while 
receipts  from  livestock  decreased  as  compared  with  June  when  adjusted  for 
seasonal  variation.    Government  payments  in  July  were  35  million  dollars 
compared  with  30  million  in  July  19U2  and  2k  million  in  June  19U3. 

For  the  7  months  January  to  July  income  from  farm  marketings  plus 
Government  payments  amounted  to  9.787  million  dollars  compared  with  7  ,U6k 
million  dollars  for  the  same  period  in  I9U2.    Government  payments  during 
the  7-month  period  this  year  are  only  U35  million  dollars  while  in  19^2  they 
were  kGl  million  dollars.    During  the  same  period,  receipts  from  crops  are 
Ul  percent  greater  than  last  year  and  income  from  livestock  is  30  percent 
above  I9U2.    These  increases  reflect  the  substantial  gains  made  in  all  phases 
of  agricultural  production  by  farmers  throughout  the  country  in  adjusting 
their  operations  to  meet  wartime  needs.    This  has  been  particularly  evident 
in  oil-bearing  crops,  meat  animals,  dairy  products,  and  poultry  and  eggs. 
Income  from  oil-bearing  crops  from  January  to  July  I9U3  is  more  than  two  and 
one-half  times  as  great  as  it  was  for  the  same  period  in  1°U2.    Receipts  from 
meat  animals  are  29  percent  above  last  year  for  the  7-month  period.  Income 
from  dairy  products  is  22  percent  higher,  and  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs 
53  percent  greater. 
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Income  from  nearly  all  groups  of  commodities  for  July  rose  sharply 
above  the' same  month  last  year.  Those  making- the  great est -gains  are  meat

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The  sharp  rise  in  income  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  was  due  to 
increases  in  receipts  from  vegetables,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  citrus 
fruits.    In  the  West  North  Central  region  the  greatest  gains  were  made  in 
income  from  wheat,  oil-bearing  crops,  meat  animals,  dairy  products,  and 
poultry  and  eggs.    In  the  North  Atlantic  region  the  most  pronounced 
increases  were  shown  in  vegetables,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  meat  animals. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  year,  receipts  for  the  United  States 
were  35  percent  above  last  year.    Crops  made  an  increase  of  U5  percent, 
while  livestock  went  up  yi  percent.    The  gains  in  all  regions  were  sub- 
stantial, ranging  from  26  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  to  h% 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.    Increases  were  made  in  all  commodity 
groups  in  the  North  Atlantic  region;  but  the  percentage  gain  in  dairy 
products,  the  region's  biggest  single  source  of  farm  income,  was  relatively 
small.    In  the  South  Atlantic  region  the  increases  in  receipts  from  oil- 
bearing  crops,  vegetables,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  citrus  fruits  were  of 
greatest  importance  in  bringing  about  the  sharp  increase  in  the  total 
income. 

Wyoming  was  the  only  State  where  income  for  the  first  half  year  in 
19^3  Wa-S  less  than  for  the  similar  period  in  19^2.    Although  receipts  for 
most  groups  of  commodities  were  well  above  last  year  in  this  State,  income 
from  meat  animals  dropped  off  noticeably  due  to  the  relatively  small 
receipts  from  the  sale  of  sheep  and  lambs.    The  percentage  increase  in 
income  was  greatest  in  Delaware  where  receipts  for  vegetables  and  for 
broilers  were  more  than  double  the  amounts  received  last  year.    North  Dakota 
was  second  with  income  from  crops  111  percent  greater  than  for  the  first 
6  months  in  19^-2©    Income  from  crops  in  the  same  period  was  also  high  in 
South  Dakota  showing  receipts  1U5  percent  above  last  year,  in  Nebraska  with 
income  from  crops  89  percent  higher,  and  in  Kansas  where  crop  receipts  were 
122  percent  greater  than  in  19U2. 

THE  FARM  INCOME  SITUATION 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  for  June 
was  33  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^2.    Income  from  poultry 
and  eggs  was  52  percent  greater  than  for  June  of  last  year.    Receipts  from 
fruits  and  vegetables  were  both  up  57  percent,  and  income  from  dairy  prod- 
ucts was  l6  percent  above  last  year.    Crops  in  general  increased  U6  percent 
while  livestock  increased  29  percent. 

For  the  first  6  months  farm  marketings  were  26  percent  greater  than 
for  the  same  period  last  year.    Poultry  and  eggs  showed  a  gain  of  h~f  percent 
over  the  first  half  of  19^+2,  and  the  income  from  fruits  was  5^  percent  higher. 
Vegetables  were  up  U3  percent  over  last  year.    The  greatest  gain  was  made 
by  Connecticut  with  an  income  37  percent  higher  than  last  year,  while 
Vermont  and  Rhode  Island  showed  the  smallest  increases  with  incomes  20  percent 
higher  than  in  19^2 .

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East  North  Central  Region 

In  the  East  North  Central  region  income  in  Jure  19^3  v,'as  25  percent 
higher  than  in  June  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock  were  up  22  pf-rcont 
while  income  from  crops  increased  37  percent.     Receipts  from  soybeans  were 
more  than  three  and  one-half  times  as  great  as  for  the  same  month  in  19*+2. 
Income  from  vegetables  was 'up  65  percent  over  last  year.    Receipts  from 
fruit6  showed  a  63  percent  increase,  and  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was 
up  k2  percent.    The  income  in  Michigan  for  the  month  of  June  showed  a 
greater  increase  than  for  any  of  the  other  States  in  the  region.    This  was 
due  largely  to  receipts  from  small  fruits  which  were  SI  percent  greater 
than  for  June  of  19*12.    For  the  first  half  of  the  year  income  was  27  percent 
greater  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Crops  were  up  32  percent  and 
livestock  26  percent.  "The  greatest  gain  was  shown  in  receipts  from  oil-bearir 
crops  which  showed  an  increase  of  160  percent  over  19^2.    Receipts  from  fruitt 
were  57  percent  greater,  and  income  from  vegetables  was  37  percent  higher 
than  last  year.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was  U6  percent  higher,  and 
receipts  from  meat  animals  were  25  percent  above  19^2.    The  income  from  crops 
in  Indiana  for  the  6-month  period  was  50  percent  greater  than  last  year. 
The  greatest  gains  were  made  in  oil-bearing  crops  which,  were  nearly  three 
times  as  great  as  in  19^2  and  in  feed  crops  which  showed  an  increase  of 
35  percent  above  last  year. 

West  North  Central  Region 

The  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  TCest  North  Central  region  for 
the  month  of  June  was  33  percent  above  the  same  month  last  year.    Crops  were 
up  60  percent  and  livestock  J>0  percent.    Incomes  from  wheat  and  from  feed 
crops  were  especially  high  in-North  and  South  Dakota,  while  in  Nebraska  and 
Kansas  wheat  alone  showed  the  greatest  increases.     Substantial  gains  were 
made  in  Missouri  in  soybeans  and  small  fruits,  while  significant  increases 
were  made  in  poultry  and  eggs. 

The  income  for  the  first  6  months  was  kl  percent  above  the  first 
half  year  in  19U2.    The  increase  for  crops  was  69  percent,  while  livestock 
v/as  up  36  percent.     Substantial  gains  were  made  in  receipts  from  oil-bearing 
crops  in  all  States.    Receipts  from  bread  grains  and  feed  crops  showed 
marked  gains  in  the  four  Western  States.    Income  from  vegetables  also 
showed  significant  increases  generally.    There  were  substantial  increases  in 
income  from  all  groups  of  livestock  products  which  were  quite  uniformly 
distributed  over  the  entire  region. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  was  kS  percent  greater  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  in  June  19^j 
than  for  the  sar.e  month  last  year.    Crops  increased  U9  percent  and  livestock 
U3  percent.    Receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  were  up  9U  percent  and  income 
from  vegetables  showed  a  62  percent  increase  over  last  year.    Most  of  the 
increase  in  income  from  fruits  va«  due  to  the  119  percent  rise  in  marketings 
of  citrus  fruits  in  Florida;    There  was  an  81  percent  increase  in  income  from 
poultry  and  eggs,  a  large  part  of  which  was  due  to  the  sharp  increase  in  the 
sale  of  broilers  in  the  northern  p*rt  of  the  region. 
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Tor  the  entire  6-month  period,  January  to  June,  total  farm  marketings 
increased  kZ  percent  over,  last  year.     Crops  showed  a  50  percent  rise  with  a 
46  percent  increase  for  livestock.    Oil-bearing  crops  showed  the  greatest 
gain  of  any  commodity  group  with  an  increase  of  129  percent  above' the  first 
half  of  last  year.    Vegetables  increased  59  percent  and  fruits  56  percent. 
Income  from  all  groups  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  up  substantially 
Poultry  and  eggs  led  with  an  increase  of  79  percent  over  the  first  half  of  last 
year. 

South  Central  Region 

Income  in  the  South  Central  region  was  23  percent  higher  in  June  1943 
than  in  the  same  month  last  year.    Receipts  for  crops  were  27  percent  higher 
and  the  income  from  livestock  was  21  percent  greater.     Sales  of  crops  in 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana  were  substantially  lower  than  for  June  I9U2 
This  was  caused  largely  by  the  relatively  small  amount  of  the  19^3  cotton  crop 
that  was  available  fo.r  sale.    A  marked  increase  in  receipts  from  vegetables 
brought  about  sharp  rises  in  income  from  crops  in  other  States.    Increases  in 
income  from  fruits  were  important  in  Tennessee.    There  were  marked  increases 
in  the  incomes  from  poultry  and  eggs  in  all  States. 

Income  for  the  period  January  to  June  was  up  37  percent  in  this  region. 
Receipts  from  crops  increased  41  percent,  while  income  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  rose  34-  percent.    The  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  in 
19^3  wer«  more  than  four  times  as  great  as  they  were  in  1942.    The  income  from 
cotton  which  showed  the  greatest  actual  increase  of  any  commodity  was  up  36 
percent  over  last  year.    The  sales  of  citrus  fruit  increased  92  percent  and 
the  income  from  strawberries  was  up  40  percent.     Income  from  meat  animals  and 
dairy  products  both  rose  32  percent  over  1942,  and  receipts  from  poultry  and 
eggs  increased  51  percent. 

Western  Region 

Total  farm  marketings  in  the  Western  region  during  the  month  of  June 
were  29  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  month  last  year.    Income  from  crops 
was  40  percent  greater  and  the  income  from  livestock  26  percent  greater  than 
for  June  194-2.    Receipts  from  vegetables  were  S&  percent  higher  than  for  1942. 
This  sharp  increase  was  duu  mostly  to  the  substantial  rise  in  truck  crop  sales 
in  California.    The  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  Hh  percent  greater  than 
in  19^-2,  while  dairy  products  rose  24  percent.     Income  from  meat  animals 
increased  only  ik  percent.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in 
Arizona  were  6  percent  below  the  same  month  in  1942.    Receipts  from  cattle  and 
hogs  fell  off  noticeably  in  this  State.     Income  from  livestock  was  highest  in 
New  Mexico  where  it  was  4-1  percent  greater  than  for  June  1942. 

For  the  6-month  period  January  to  June  total  income  from  farm  marketings 
was  up  35  percent  in  this  region  over  the  income  for  the  similar  period  in  19^2 
Receipts  from  crops  rose  45  percent  while  JLncome  from  livestock  was  yi  percent 
higher.    The  sales  of  vsgstables  showed  a  67  percent  increase  over  last  year. 
Cotton  was  up  57  percent,  feed  crops  J>8  percent,  and  bread  grains  32  percent. 
Receipts  from  citrus  fruits  were  51  percent  higher  than  in  1942,  and  income 
from  other  fruits  increased  15  percent.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was  45 
percent  higher  than  last  year,  while  dairy  products  were  21  percent  greater 
and  meat  animals  were  20  percent  higher.
